With the American Army in France, 
Sept. 15 (Sunday)— (Reuters) — The role 
the French divisions engaged in the 
St. Mihiel battle was to attack the head 
of the salient and assist the Americans 
in their drive against its western front 
while the main mass of the Americans 
was to attack the head of the salient 
and push from the southern side. Only 
a few French divisions were engaged, 
one of which was under American 
command and formed the extreme left 
of the attack on the western front of 
the salient. 
It had _a poweiful force 


of Americans on its right. 
This Franco-American army started 


from the region of Les Eparages and 
advanced southeastward to join hands 
with the Woevre army from Vigneulles. 
Oth«t- French divisions co-operated in 
the attack on both s'*es of the blunt 
head of the salient. The hardest task 
fell 
to the division which attacked 
north o£ St. MihieJ. It had to fight its 
way across the densely wooded massif 
of the heights of the Meuse and carry 
hills of 1200 feet in the face of enemy 
resistance. 
This division alone took 


2500 prisoners, of whom 
2300 were 


Austrians.- 
St Mihiel, cut off from the north 
and the 'south, was taken without a 
fight, the Germans slipping out on 
Thursday njght. Aware that an attack 
was imminent, they had begun a re- 
treat.. to the Hindenburg^Uop^J^aS. 
"they-call this section, the "main line of 
defense " This position spans the base 
-of the salient from Etain to the vicin- 
ity of Pagny. 
The attack was launched at exactly 
the right moment. 
Had it been post- 
poned a day or two longer, the enemy 
would have had his troops safely stow- 
ed away behind the Kriemhild trenches 
and the allies would have captured 
neither men or material. Enemy stores 
and depots in the salient had to be 
burned and the Germans set fire to 
villages in the plain beyond the Meuse, 
but the damage done was less than 
anticipated. 
French and American forces were 
today in contact with the Kriemhild 
defenses, which are certainly of enor- 
mous strength. Yet it may be doubted 
whether the enemy feels safe in these 
entrenchments after having been driv- 
en in a day from some of the strongest 
natural positions on the whole front. 
These positions withstood some of the 
fiercest assaults of the war.

AWAIT OFFICIAL TEXT.

Washington, Sept. 16.—Receipt of the 


official text of the Austrian peace pro- 
posal was awaited today by the officials 
here, but unless the communication is 
couched in terms radically different 
from the version contained in press dis- 
patches it was felt that the entire plea 
could be characterized as a German 
ruse to obtain the best possible terms 
before an allied victory could impose the 
most severe punishment upon her. 
The proposal as viewed by officials, it 


was reiterated, does not contain a single 
basis upon which the entente powers 
and the United States would be willing 
to meet the authors of the plea. In 
most circles it was held that the put- 
ting forth of the proposals at this time 
was but an admission of the growing 
weakness of the central powers.^ 
Evidence that such a proposal was to 
be made,sgqnuhav;eJh^enJErjeauent recent- 
ly^aiid" the announcement of the offer 
did not come as a surprise to officials 
here. 
There was doubt today whether a 


reply would be sent. If a reply is made, 
it was considered likely that the allies 
would make a joint answer after an 
exchange* of views.

TO BELGIAN PEOPLE 


London, Sept. 15.—It is learned that 


Germany has made a peace offer to 
Belgium. The terms of this proposal 
are as follows: 
That Belgium shall remain neutral 


until the end of the war. 
That thereafter the entire economic 


and political independence of Belgium 
shall be reconstituted. 
That the pre-war commercial treaties 


between Germany and Belgium shall 
again be put into operation after the 
war for an indefinite period. 
That Belgium shall use her good of- 


fices to secure the return of the Ger- 
man colonies. 
That the Flemish question shall be 


considered, and the Flemish minority, 
which aided the German invaders, shall 
not be penalized. 


The proposal contains no word re 
specting reparation or indemnities— 
no admission that Germany wronged 
Belgium.

Conflans. and 
other points. The bombs dropped on 
Conflans were directed against the rail- 
way yards, the center of the German 
communications in these regions. The

attacked by the airmen. Many direct 
iits were observed.

was hit at Longueyon. 
Pursuit groups, protected by a bar- 


rage, carried out numerous raids and 
scored victories in several engagements. 
Attempts of German aviators to cross 
the American lines were unsuccessful 
;enerally. 


Enemy airplanes last night attacked

The Germans, they 
added, gave their entire attention to

BRITISH TAKE TOWN 


NEAR SAINT QUENTIN

tWith the British Army in France. 


Sunday, Sept. 15.—Maissemy, a village 
five miles northwest of St. Quentin, has 
been captured by the British.

Along the battle line. American at- 


tention is directed chiefly at the front 
in Lorraine, where the Americans are 
under fire from the fortress of Metz 
and are apparently making ready for 
a drive against the "kriemhild"" line, 
to which the Germans withdrew their 
shattered columns from the St. Mihiel 
salient. 
Along this front American 
forces are on the threshold of Ger- 
many. 
The victory of General Per- 
sl-ing's men has had more than a 
merely local effect.

NEWARK SOLDIERTAKESPARTIN 


TILT WITH MEXICANS ON BORDER 


Was On Scene Few Minutes After Trouble Started at 


Negates and Was With Units Which Crossed 


Into Mexican Territory. 


Newark men In Uncle Barn's army 
have seen Home Interesting wrap* with 
Kaiser Wllhelm's Huns in the fracas 
across the pond, but while that in at- 
tracting the most attention just now, 
others in olive drub have put on a 
little side show down toward the border 
which is graphically described by 151- 
1 mer Chrlstofferson, Campany F, 35tH 
infantry. 
The show would not have 
got passing notice had it occurred 
"Over There" but occuring on the bor- 
der it stirred up some excitement for 
a few days. 
"A Mexican who sought to cross the 
line, carrying a rifle, was responsible 
for the shooting." Christofferson writes 
"The sentry stopped him but the Mex- 
ican fired the gun at him, the sentry 
shot him and then the battle started. 
^'Nearly every sentry on post on tfce 
border was wounded. It wasn't long 
afterward that what is left of the 35th 
regiment got to the border. My com- 
pany had just been ordered to San 
Antonio and I was on the wagon which 
hauls our blankets to town when we 
are on guard duty when the fight be- 
gan. I was part way down town when 
I 
saw cavalrymen 
running 
from 
their barracks. 
I thought it was 
a fire call, until I saw some excitement 
in town and saw that everybody was 
looking toward the border. 
"We hurried into town and soon 
were hearing the bullets whistle over 
our heads. Our campany was not yet 
on the scene so I joined H company 
which was hurrying into action. 
"'The Tenth, cavalry 
came right 
down behind the company, just as fast 
AS the horses could run. There were 
three tioops of them, yelling- at the 
top of their voices and in a few min- 
utes were in skirmish line close to the 
border, 
"W4 fired about 13 minutes and then 
.advanced into Mexico as fast as we 


• (cotiM run, which wa» very difficult on 
account of the steep hills. Believe me. 
the Mexicans surely did run off the 
hills when they saw us coming. Three 
treops of the tenth cavalry were in the 
middle of a two mile line, flanked on 
either side by companies of the 35th 
infantry. 
My 
company 
advanced 
about a half a mile into Mexico while 
other units advanced a mile or more. 
"With two pals I was ordered to 
rush several shacks where Mexicans 
might be hiding but no one was m 
them 
As we looked out of the win- 
dow of one, bullets fell on the roof like 
rain. We sought shelter behind some 
rocks and returned the fire. I got in 
some good shots but don't know if I 
hit any of them or not. 
"The officers had difficulty in get- 
ting the boys to retire to the U. S. 
side of the line. AVe were reinforced 
by other troops of the Tenth and a 
couple of companies of the Third _in- 
fantry. Three companies of the 2sth 
infantry arrived Aug. 30 so I think my

sell for. The dealers estimated thai 
the skin of one rat was worth 20 sen 
in its raw condition. The public henltJj 
authorities are now devising snecia 
means of disinfecting and tanning ra 
skins.

the appearance of first symptoms. 


Do not poke a cold with medicated 


cotton on a stick. Do not take aspirin 
except for pain. D.o not spray a cold. 
Do not take quinine and whisky, but 
treat a cold serfousl^ because it Is a 
serious disease. Consult a doctor.
